“ Hobby told us he’d bring

Massey, D-San Angelo. “ If 
they m ake all these changes, 
I think the House will go 
along and we can avoid 
sending it to conference.’' 
Clayton said he is con­ 
cerned the price tag on the 
school finance bill will go up 
substantially if it is turned 
over to a conference com­ 
mittee with only four days 
remaining in the session. 
Massey said the changes 
suggested by the House will 
increase the net cost of the 
school finance bill by $13 
million if they are all ap­ 
proved by the Senate.

The prim ary intent of the 
changes was to soften the 
impact the bill will have on 
local school districts, some 
of whom would be required 
to double local taxes.

DEAR HARLAN — You might spray your needlepoint 
<after it is blocked and mounted) with a commercial soil 
retardant that will not affect the colors and will give a cer­ 
tain amount of protection. Carefully use the soft vacuum 
brush when doing general cleaning to remove any loose 
dirt. When living in a large city with dirty air it is often 
better to mount needlepoint to be framed back of glare- 
proof glass to really protect those hours of work. To use 
glass or not to use it is a highly debatable question among 
needlepoint workers. — POLLY.

Tested

WASHINGTON (U P I) -

adroitly standing dominoes 
on end when I was ushering 
into his laboratory. 
“ Good,” he said, glancing 
up briefly. “ You’re just in 
time 
for 
the 
first 
ex­ 
periment.”

Bangleshake after learning 
his 
company 
had 
been 
awarded a $750,000 contract 
to test the so-called “ domino 
theory” of toppling govern­ 
ments. 
The contract was an out­ 
growth of the controversy 
over providing U.S. aid for 
the defense of South Vietnam 
and Cambodia as they tot­ 
tered 
on 
the 
brink 
of 
collapse 
Arguing for aid, President 
Ford suggested there still 
might be some validity to the 
domino theory that was used 
to justify the original U.S. 
intervention in Southeast 
Asia. 
But in declining to approve 
the funds, members of Con­ 
gress insisted the domino 
theory was inoperative. 
“ In these tests we hope to 
establish once and for all 
whether the minimum force 
necessary to push over a 
single domino conceivably 
could start a chain reaction 
that would cause others to 
fa ll,” 
Bangleshake 
ex­ 
plained. 
I said, 
“ How do you 
propose to go about making 
that determination?” 
“ We 
programmed 
a 
computer to explore all 
possible combinations in 
which a set of dominoes 
could be arranged and then 
select the one most likely to 
produce total failover. 
“ The 
arrangement 
it 
picked calls for standing the 
dominoes on end one behind 
the other.” 
With a cry of “ This is it!” 
Bangleshake reached over 
and nudged the front domino 
with his forefinger. It top­ 
pled over backwards, but the 
other 
dominoes 
remained 
upright. 
“ W ell,” he said won­ 
deringly. “ that tells us 
something the computer 
must have overlooked.” 
He and his lab assistants 
rearranged the dominoes, 
this time placing them closer 
together. 
“ The essence of research 
is 
trial 
and 
e rro r,” 
Bangleshake pointed out. 
The 
next 
test 
was 
beautiful. As it was nudged 
over, the front domino, a 
five-three, struck its neigh­ 
bor 
with 
just 
enough 
pressure to force it back­ 
ward. 
Then, one by one, down 
they 
went 
in 
beautiful 
symmetry until the entire 
file was overturned. 
The lab crew threw their 
hats in the air with much 
huzzahing and hallooing,
